A feature of this 
part of the parade, however, was the great 
number of tableaux and floats, nearly all 
the important historical events and progress 
of the last century in arts and sciences be- 
ing represented. Almost every trade 
known to man has representatives among 
the German population, and at least a few 
artisans from each were in line. There 
were also floats showing Germany’s favor- 
ite sports, allegories of “Bacchus,” “King 
Carnival,” Arlon,“ Co- 
lumbia” and Germania”—in all 60 floats.

The Question of ‘Mxpense — Tables 
and Estimates — Assessments — 
Taxation — General Reasons in 

Favor of County Division. 


SANTA ANA, April 30.—[To the Edi- 
tor Los ANGELES The ques- 
tion before the people of the souther 
part of Los Angeles county is whether 
county division shall prevail. It is a 
problem of more than ordinary impor- 
tances. It involves the underlying 
principles of good government, wise 
administration and the still deeper 
question whether a people is capable of 
self-government. It is a question that 
should be approached with a calm and 
dispassionate discretion, a patient 
hearing and an unselfish motive. The 
thought that is uppermost in the minds 
of the people is, Will the organization 
of the new county increase the taxa- 
tion? And, in times like these, in 
which there is a depression in monetary 
affairs, it becomes éalmost the all- ab- 
sorbing question. Let us approach 


this phase of the subject and examine 
into the probable expense. 

The cost of the organization of th 
new county and the administration o 
its government may be classed under.

A BROADER VIEW. 

But let us take a broader view of this 
subject. The last bi-annual report of 
the State Controller for the thirty-eighth 


June 30, 1887 and 1888, gives the prop- 
erty valuation, rates of taxation and 
bonded indebtedness of all the counties 
ot the State. Let us divide the counties 
into three classes: First, those with the 
smallest property valuation, ranging 
from a few hundred thousand to 
$6,000,000; second, those from $6,000,- 
000 to $24,000,000; and, third, those 
with $24, 060 000 and upward, In the 
first class the average rate of taxation 
is $2.36 on the $100. The second class 
is $1.58 on the $100. .Orange county 
would be classified in the second class, 
and her property valuation would 
be a medium between six millions, the 
one extreme, and twenty-four millions, 
the other extreme. It is safe to pre- 
sume that the worst possible view of 
this question Orange county would not 
have a rate of over $1.58 on the $100, a 
rate of almost $1 less than that of the 
smaller counties of the State. The 
bonded indebtedness of the largest 
counties of the State—and they nym- 
ber nine—is 69-100 of one per cent. on 
the property valuation, of the inter-| ti 
mediate class, or that inwhich Orange 
county would be placed, 66-100 of one 
per cent. on the property valuation, 
while in the smaller counties it would 
be 1 and 86-100 per cent. on the prop- 
erty valuation. This calculation 
shows, omitting not a single county of 
the State of California, generalizing 
them into three classes, that we have 
reason to believe that Orange county 
would not only have a lower rate of 
taxation than the smallest counties, 
but would have a smaller bonded in- 
debtedness than either the largest or 
the smallest counties.

Commissioner Mitchell of the 
Patent Office today rendered an important 
decision in the interference case of Daniels 
vs. Morgan, which involves the question of 


I the right of a patent commissioner to grant 


a motion for a rehearing of a case finally 
disposed of by his predecessor, excepting in 
cases of fraud, errors in computation or the 
discovery of new evidence. On March 22d 
Commissioner Hall awarded priority of in- 
vention to Morgan, and four days later, on 
motion for a rehearing, set the hearing for 
April 10th. At that time it was fully un- 
derstood by him that his  suc- 
cessor was to take charge of 
the office April Ist. On April 10th the 
motion came up for hearing before Com- 
missioner Mitchell, and counsel for Morgan 
asked that it be dismissed, as it asked for a 
rehearing of a decision of the former Com- 
missioner upon the same facts and evidence 
upon which the decision was based. The 
matter was argued at length and taken 
under consideration. 
Commissioner Mitchell now ruies that the 
duties of the Commissioner are in part of an 
administrative and in part of a judicial 
nature, and while: the rule limiting the 
right of an administration officer to review — 
his predecessor’s decisions may be appli- — 
cable to him in an administrative capacity, 
it is equally clear that it is not bindin 
upon him in the discharge of his judici 
duties.
